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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6 & 9-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art Hori US 5,663,261 teaches a tack-free material while applicant claims adhesion 
between materials. Hori US 5,663,261 fails to teach, suggest or render obvious the 
specificity of the absorbent material used for the battery case. The Hori '261 reference 
teaches a tack-free material while applicant claims adhesion between materials. 
Additionally, the specificity of the nonaqueous electrolyte solution utilized with a 
nonaqueous electrolyte battery pack further describes the claims argued by applicant in 
response filed 5/27/2008. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
